I can remember what she had on and everything, and 
after that, a boy came down with her, he was about 
23 years old, and he wee Mexican-American, because I 
can remember that, because I’m Mexican-American, and 
I sayc "What’s happening?" And all of a sudden all 
these people start coming down thet back end, and I 
walked In, and I was by the bar area, and nobody seemed 
to know anything about It, and I thought, well, you 
know, maybe I mieunderetood or something.

After reviewing the film, SERRANO Btated she observed 
no one in the film who resembled the woman wearing a polka 
dot dres6 or the man 'wearing a yellow or gold sweater, she 
saw go up or down the outside fire escape stairway located 
outside the southwest door of the Embassy Room, Ambassador 
Hotel. SERRANO was asked to describe color of clothing SIRHAN 
was wearing in the film she had Just watched. She said he was 
wearing medium blue pants, white shirt and dark colored Jacket 
or sweat shirt. She was then asked if she still believed SIRHAN 
was wearing light colored clothes at the time she claimed to 
have seen him in the fire escape stairs. She said, "They 
looked like light colored clothes tome."

the California primary election, Mrs. SERRANO stated she 
questioned her daughter about calling her so often and her 
daughter stated that she had received permission as all the 
volunteer workers wore alloifed to make telephone calls as they 
reportedly were being only charged a “flat rate" for the use 
of the telephones in the campaign headquarters* 



Mrs. SERRANO stated that nt approximately 3*30 AM (EDT) 
on June 5* 1968, she received e collect telephone call from her 
daughter in Los Angeles. As soon as her daughter was connected 
with Mrs. SERRANO she was obviously in a very hysterical state 
and made some mention that it had cost her $3*00 to get the 
telephone from where she was calling but did not elaborate 
further concerning this* SANDRA then told Mrs. SERRANO that 
ROBERT KEiiKEDY had been shot and v?hen Mrs. SERRANO said "Niiet?", 
SANDRA repeated this statement. . Uhen Mrs. SERRANO asked SANDRA 
if ROBERT KENNEDY v?as dead, she replied that she did not know 
but remarked he had been shot after making his speech. Mrs. 
SEINlANO stated that throughout the telephone conversation 
SANDRA we. s crying and was hysterical end difficult to understand. 
She stated that during this telephone conversation she was unable 
to recall SANDRA mentioning anything about observing any person 
or activity in connection with the .shooting. SANDRA Just kept 
repeating, "why would they do anything like this, he was such 
a good man?" In addition, SANDRA . poked to speak with her father 
but when Mrs. SERRANO asked him if he desired to speak with 
SANDRA ho declined, stating he wi 
- et-that ■ t - ime t 
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Mrs. SERRANO advised that at approximately 8: Op AM on 
June 5, 1968, SANDRA again tclephonically contacted her andj 
a.t this time stated she had been on the terrace of the Ambassador 
Hotel prior to ROBERT KENNEDY *e speech and had observed twcj 
men who she described only as Mexican- Americans, accompanied 
by .a girl who she described as white* SANDRA stated that after 
the shooting she observed one of these men and the came girl 
running from the hotel area* She did not elaborate any further 
nor did she further describe any of these individuals. 

Mrs. SERRANO stated she could recall no further details 
of her telephone conversations with her daughter. She explained 
that due to ell the excitement surrounding the shooting of 
ROBERT KENNEDY and her concern for her daughter it would be 
Impossible for her to remember every detail and she did not 
take notes of any of the conversations Inasmuch as she did not 
think it v;as important at the time.

He stated he did 
not talk with his daughter during any of these calls although 
she did ash to -speak with him when she called at approximately 
3:30 AM on June 5, 1968, He stated that inasmuch as his wife, 
A3SPAR0, told him during the course of this telephone conversation 
that ROBERT KEKRSDY had been shot, he did not feel emotionally 
able to speak vrith his daughter at this time. 

Mr, SERRAIIO stated inasmuch as he did not converse 
with his daughter, BAIJDRA, during any of the telephone colls, 
he could not state V7»iat the exact conversation was during these 
calls. He advised that his v/ife talked with SAHDRA on the 
occasion of each cell and she v/ould be able to edvise as to 
the extent and topic of the conversations during the calls.

ehboting. Upon entering the main entrance of the hotel, a 
girl (SANDY SERRANO) came running up to him very excited and 
asked him to help her as she had to inform the proper authorities 
of a confrontation she had Just had with a couple in the hall- 
way of the hotel, AMBROSE advised that he told the girl that 
he would help her. He quieted her and asked what had happened. 

She replied that she was walking down the hall of the hotel 
when a man and woman approached from the opposite direction,. ^ ;c 
Both were walking and the girl stated "We Just shot him . 

SERRANO then inquired what the girl meant by this and the 
girl stated "We Just shot Senator KENNEDY". AMBROSE at this 
time asked SERRANO if the girl possibly could have said "They 
Just shot him". SERRANO advised that she distinctly remembers 
that the girl used the pronoun we and mentioned the name 
Senator KENNEDY. 

AMBROSE etated that SERRANO told him that she could 
identify both persons and furnished him with the following 
descriptions: 

The girl was a white Caucasian, 22 to 23 years of 
age, 5*5", and wore a long sleeve white dress with black polka dots 
and bib collar. She possessed a very shapely figure. The 
man was about 23 years old, Mexican-American, had black hair, 
and wore a gold sweater.

AMBROSE added that he then took SERRANO into the 
building to the scene of the Bbooting where he turned her over 
to the investigating officers eb a witnesB. He further added 
that SERRANO did have one girl friend accompanying her but could 
not recall if she was present when SERRANO told him of her 
confrontation with the couple in the hallway. - v \ 
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He is nineteen years old and a Btudent at Pasadena 
City College, Pasadena, California. Since the end of April 
i 960 , he was a volunteer worker at the Pasadena Headquarters 
of the Youth for KENNEDY Club. On Tuesday, June 4, i 960 , he 
was busy at the Youth for KENNEDY Headquarters in Pasadena 
until approximately $:00 p.m. At that time, he and a fellow 
worker, BAY (last name unknown), decided to go to the 
Ambassador Hotel in Los Angeles to await the election 
returns. They went in BAY’S automobile, arriving at the 
Ambassador at approximately 9:^5 p«m* They Joined the throng 
that had gathered in the lower level ballroom where television 
sets were placed to follow the returns. 



He met several of his fellow workers from Pasadena 
and recalls meeting SANDRA SERRANO, who was in charge of 
the Pasadena Youth for KENNEDY Club, sometime between 10:00 p.m. 
and 11:00 p.m. SERRANO was in a group standing near a bar 
set up in the foyer area at the entrance of the ballroom. 

As she was obviously underage, he ordered Her a screwdriver — 
drink from the bar and chatted with her for awhile* To hie 
knowledge, that was the only drink she had that evening.

He rejoined the crowd in the ballroom and was at 
that location when the news that Senator KENNEDY had been 
shot was received. He watched the proceedings on television 
In the ballroom for some time and then started to move 
through the crowd in the ballroom looking for his friends. 

He came across his fellow worker, RAY, who had taken him to 
the Ambassador, who was in a complete state of collapse at 
the news and was lying on the floor. He and a girl, name 
unknown, who had met RAY at the ballroom, gave assistance to 
RAY and he remained with them until BAY was sufficiently 
recovered, that he could leave BAY in the girl's care. He 
then lent assistance to an unidentified elderly lady who asked 
Mm In take har t.n hp.r mi trminblTe parked on a side Street 

HP 
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in the vicinity of the hotel, which he did. Upon returning 
to the hotel, he again met SANDRA SERRANO, who was with 
another Pasadena worker. IRENE CHAVEZ. They met in the 
vicinity of the shop area or arcade of the lower level. Be 
estimates that this was at least one hour after he first heard 
of the shooting. 

SERRANO was extremely upset, crying, end distraught. 
He recalls her saying’ "Oh, DAVID, you don't know what I have 
seen" and “What should I do". She also said other things 
which he cannot now recall, but as he was also upset and 
trying to get back in the ballroom to where he had left RAY, 
he attached no significance to what SERRANO had said. He 
believed it only related to the fact that Senator KENNEDY had 
been shot. He then returned to the ballroom, searched for his 
friends, and had no further contact or conversation with 
SERRANO. 

While he was at the Ambassador Hotel, both prior to 
and after the shooting, he did not see anyone resembling 
the photographs or general description of suspect, SIRHAN 
5IRHAN, nor could he recall seeing any women in a white dress 
with black polka dots. 

He has known SANDRA SERRANO Blnce April 1968, and 
she was in charge of the Pasadena Office of the Youth for 
KENNEDY Club. He considers her to be a reliable, level 
headed and e responsible person. 

He is entering the Marine Corps in mid -July 1968 
and prior to that time will spend two week^vacationin^in 
Texas where he can be reached in care 
HMHGMUygB Greenville > Texas. 
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He was in the lower level ballroom when he first heard 
the hews that Senator KENNEDY had been shot. This is directly 
below the ballroom where Senator KENNEDY made his victory speech. 
He believes that approximately twenty minutes later he left the 
ballroom, with DINAH CHURCHILL, and was in the long corridor 
leading to the entrance of the lower level ballroom, when he 
again met SERRANO, She was alone, sobbing hysterically and 
talking incoherently. He took her into his arms and attempted 
to comfort her. He cannot recall anything in particular that 
SERRANO said, at that time, but his impression was that it 
simply dealt with the horrible fact that Senator KENNEDY had 
been shot. 

As his companion, DINAH CHURCHILL, was also visibly 
upset and standing alone down the corridor* he excused 
himself and took DINAH out of the hotel. 

He was, thereafter, in and out of the hotel 
several times searching for SANDRA and IRENE CHAVEZ in order 
to take them home, but saw neither one. He assumed they had 
obtained other rides and left the hotel at approximately 
2:30 a.m, to return to Pasadena. 

During the period he was at the Ambassador Hotel, 
both prior to and after the shooting, he did not see anyone 
resembling the photograph or description of suspect SIRHAN 
SIRHAN, nor could he recall seeing any women in a white dress 
with black polka dots. 

He first met SANDRA SERRANO on June 3* 1968 , at the 
Youth for KENNEDY Headquarters in Pasadena where she was in 
charge . He had an opportunity to tall: to her extensively 
on both June 3 and June 4, 1968 and considers her to be a 
reliable and responsible person. , 
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VINCENT DI FIERRO was interviewed 
at the Ambassador Hotel just prior to hie viewing seven white 
dresses with black polka dots in an effort to pick out a dress 
similar to the one worn by the woman he previously described 
as being in the kitchen area of the Embassy Room, Ambassador 
Hotel, just before Senator KENNEDY was shot. 




DE FIERRO -recalled talking to SANDRA SERRANO about 
a woman wearing a white dress with black polka dots while they 
were Bitting together waiting to be interviewed by the police 
after the shooting. They did not describe the dress to each 
other, except to mention the fact that it was a white dress with 
black polka dots. 

DE FIERRO said no details about the person wearing 
this dress were discussed since a police officer saw them 
talking and warned them not to discuss the case.

Senator KENNEDY gave his speech and the route to " 

area from the stage area was^xnlained to her by SAB^BiB 
SERRANO was advised by SA gHBHftthat approximately 1100 people, 
plus numerous pieces of television equipment, were reportedly 
in the Embassy Room at the time of the speech. She was told the 
maximum occupancy of the room was listed as 750* which is a 
good indication of the crowded conditions. SERRANO was then 
walked across the Embassy Ballroom at the southwest comer, through 
the fire exit doors and onto the outside fire escape stairB she 
claimed to have been sitting on at the time Senator KENNEDY was 
shot. It was suggested to her this distance is approximately 
170 feet. SERRANO was reminded that during previous interviews 
she indicated she had been on these steps when she heard what 
she thought to be six backfires. She had also indicated that 
approximately thirty seconds after hearing the backfires, she 
claimed she saw a woman wearing a white dress with black polka 
dots, running down the steps past her. The woman said, "We * 
shot him. We shot him." SERRANO asked, "Who?" and the 
woman said, "Senator KENNEDY". SERRANO had previously stated that 
approximately 25 minutes before hearing what she thought was 
backfires, this same woman and man, plus another man, walked 
up the stairs past her. She said after seeing the photograph 
of SIRHAN SIRHAN in the paper, she was certain the man walking 
up the stairs, who did not return down the stairs* was identical 
to SIRHAN. 

SERRANO «is asked by SA^IMlBhat after seeing the 
location of the shooting, in relation to where she was sitting 
on the steps if she still felt she had heard the shots. 

SERRANO said she had never heard e gunshot in her life and 
never claimed she had heard gunshots, but had described what 
she heard as six backfires, four or five of which were close 
together. * 
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SERRANO was told by SA her pp rents in 

Ohio had been interviewed and her mother stated that she, 

SANDRA, had not mentioned the fact she had seen someone she, " ; ~ 
SANDRA, felt was connected with the shooting. SERRANO explained 
she has always had* difficulty communicating with her mother 
and was not able to talk to her to explain anything. She 
said she wanted to talk to her father, but her father would 
not talk to her, since her fat her was apparently too upset : :t. 
about hearing that Senator KENNEDY had been shot. 



SERRANO was asked by SAflHHB why. In her interview^ 
on television, following the shooting, she had not said 
anything about seeing this woman and the two men go up the 
steirs, but only told about the woman end man coming back 
down. It was pointed out to her the fact she claimed one of 
the men going up the Btairs was SIRRAN SIRHAN was the most 
significant part of the Incident described by her. SERRANO 
stated she could not explain why and accused thns^jreaent 
of lying to her and trying to trick her. SA^i m^hen asked 
SERRANO at what nojyi^she felt she was lied to, or tricked, and 
she sold that SAHH^Btiad once referred to the polka dot 
dress as a black 'polka dot dress, rather than a white dress 
with black polka dots. 



Deputy District Attorney JOHN HOWARD then asked 
SERRANO if she would take a polygraph examination in an 
effort to verify what she had seen. She indicated she would 
take a polygraph and she then was a sled by HOWARD to reenact 
the incident on the steps so it might be video taped to avoid 
any misunderstanding on anyone's part as to what she claims to 
have seen. SERRANO agreed, but prior to making the video tape 
she insisted in having someone present not connected with the 
investigation. 



Several Ambassador Hotel employees were arranged for 
by HOWARD to act as witnesses end All but two employees from the 
hotel, kitchen were rejected by SERRANO, who gave no reason for
